They ſing in their publique ſeruice, ® Maria mater 
gratie,mater miſericordia, &c. the which is Gods owne 
ſtile, 1. Pet. 1. 10. & 2. Cor. 1. 3. ſo they likewiſe ſay, 
Maria conſolatio infirmorum , redemptio captinorum, 
liberatio damnatorum, ſalus vnnerſorum.  Giſelber- 
tus in lib altercationis Synagoge et eccleſſa, cap.
